4, The present technical directer in charge of final assembly at the Junkers plant
is Erensburg (fmu). EHis staff consists of & assistants.
5. Applications for employment from people outside Hast Germany have already been
received by the Junkers administration. These applications are, for the most
part, from people inexperienced in:the aireraft induastry. Those %o be employed
will need at least some sXperience in order to avoid unnecessary training.
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6, In the past only former. - skilled Junkers emplnyees were hired at Dessau., Re~
eruiting among former employees has now ceased. Employment is open to anyone
within East Germany who has training in the aircraft industry, hasinoi. s
relatives living in the West,and, if pnssible, he is to have no correspondence
with the West.

7., An employee of Polysius, in conversation with a casual acquaintence, stated that
all component parts of aircraft would be manufactured by Junkers. The delivery
of the necessary machine tools is said to be guaranteed.

8, Junkers is to build a twin-engined jet aircraft., The first prototype is expected
to fly in August or September 1953, The Dessau plant is to be responsible for the
construction of airframes; the Koethen plant will be rgsponsible for engines,

9, Approximately two months ago, Krueger (fnu), senior engineer employeed at Polysius
and a member of the SED, was appointed as a plain-clnthes policeman for permanent
night duty in Dessau. During the period of Stalin®s mourning, Krueger was detalled
to visit various cafes in Dessau and to observe and listen at any gatherings of
people in the town. He was to report to the district Volkspnlizei immediatley if
he noticed any undue occuramce., He was also instructed to observe his neighbors
and to report any unusual activity on their part.

10, Dessau has been divided into police districts in charge of a senior Volkspolizei
officiel, who has several civilians as part-time helpers.

11, The road from Dessau to Alten, which runs south of the airfield and which passes
